fund at the close of ‘the

year of more than $5,000,000. The 
actual balance in this fund 
was 
$4.35$jtf>?2. 
The receipts arc usual­ 
ly pretty heavy for December, and 
I \here is much yet due the state 
• from income and the 
corporation 
tax laws. 
The governor is of 
the 
opinion that practically all of 
this 
will be received before the close of 
the year. 
The actual balance 
in 
the treasury is $10,626,938, but only 
the revenue fund will be available 
for the next legislature for the lim­ 
ning expenses of the state govern­ 
ment. 
The governor promised more than 
a year ago that the revenue fund 
was going to climb and would have 
ihe largest actual balance in 
the 
history of the state at the close ol 
the present year, and there is now 
every reason to believe that he was 
not mistaken in his prediction. At 
the close of Gov. Major’s adminis­ 
tration about four years ago there 
were debts outstanding 
of 
some­ 
thing like $2,500,000, and no money 
in the revenue fund to meet these 
obligations. 
In fact, $2,025,00 had 
to be borrowed from

banks
